com p an y ’s present system. 
Mr. M cA rtor referred to a section 
<>f th e statutes. No. 3550, which sets 
u p that a com pany seeking to estab ­ 
lish a gas system in the city where 
o n e plant is already in 
operation, 
must not only secure an ordinance 
from council, but also 
submit 
this 
proposition to a vote of the people. Mr. 
Boyle stated that his conception of 
th e law w as that it did not, apply to 
n atu ral gas companies, but that he 
was willing to have that matter in­ 
vestigated if council passed the ordi 
xiance sought. 
A running debate betw een Messrs. 
Boyle and McArtor 
followed, which 
grew a little heated, and P resident 
Atchison 
called

Mr. Sears finally requested a 
reading of the ordinance, which was 
granted, this being the third and last 
reading required.
